In claim 5, on page 4 of the Amendment dated November 26, 2003, delete the 
number 4 (A circuit arrangement in claim [4] 1). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, and 12-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
Claim 1: 

Miya et al. shows a planar resonant circuit comprising at least two electric 
resonant circuits (8b), each resonant circuit comprising at least an inductive element (L) 
and at least a capacitive element; having a capacitance other than the parasitic 
capacitance arranged parallel to the one inductive element (Fig. 8b) and arranged on 
only one magnetic plate, but does not show the resonant circuits are magnetically 
coupled but rather coupled thru transmission lines or where the one magnetic plate 
being the one with the least ohmic resistance.
